Horribls Domestic Tragedy—A HMurdeor

A Worrible munder and suictde occurred in the
willage of Auntwerp, Jetlecson county, on Tues-
day inst, The tragedy happened at the residence
ol n Mrs, Walt, n widow 1sdy, living about two
mtles trom Autwerp, and on the road leading
4o the village of Oxboro.

ghe being in the cmploy of Mre, Wait,

1 appears that domestic dificulties had for
BOm ¢ 1me enfhittered their union, causiue them
1o live npart, and which had, on several oceu
slons, caused Reynolds to threaten the lde of
his wi e, 0 threat wuich she fean d he would
earry out. =he asccordingly refused to milk
alone, as she had previously done, Two boys
were assisting her at the time, who canghi
#lghit of the villan just as he was climbing over
a wall, gun in haund, BSuw peciing bis errand,
they thicatened to stone hun it he dido’t leave,
He paid no sttention to them, but springing off
the wall omtrontad his wife, Krowing his
intention she throw up her aews, and implored
f moment 1o sny her prayers, “Not by a d—d
niml-]t," feplied the brute, and be immediately
fired.

‘Ahe fret discharme (the gun being a double-
bareel fowlli g pieee) tore the flesh irom her
arm #nd took off oue tuger. The second he
sied with better enre, entered the chest at the
base of the neck, deiving n smaull pin which she
wore deep 1nto the wound. The movnster then
wulked uncoveernedly away, He was followed
by the boys to the border of a wood, whore,
it being dark, they swbandoned the pursuait.
One of them onme immediately to the vilinge
gud parties went io
abundoned uptil the morniong following. About
10 o'elock o Wednesiay a party in search were
stariled by the report of o gun a short distance
m advavce, Ona nearer approach Reynolds
was 1ound lying on the grouund, the vietim of
bLis own depravity. The charee, which he hal
intended tor the beart, entered at tne pit of the
stomach sud came out peat the spinnl columu,
He survived his wound one hour aud s hall,
He conlessed his guily, pssianing a8 his renson
b= love for s wie, He had so arrapged s
gun upon alittle twig which he had trimmed
for the purposs, that be could hold the mnzzie
at his breast and by a &8l ghe twiteh canre ivto go
oft. Roevnolds was aboul twenty-cight years of
age and his wile two or three years his junior,
They leave one child, & hittle girl, about three

A Umited States Soldier Aitempts to
Snoot His Capinie,.

from publie lite full of yeénrs and honors, Lord
Crapworth was 1o no sense of the word a genias,
He had o comprehensive mind aud was a bard
worker, His chiet merit as a lnwyver and a
stateeman lay in the purity of hiz motives. He
was 4 reformer from cowviction, and although
it would have servedd bis purp e betler, had he
heen a secretly nmbitions man desirous of place
and pell, to hav professed and advocated the
con=ervative side 1 politics, he yet ndvanced in
the estimntion ol the public und of those with
whom he wius neecssitut d to ascosiate in Parlin-
ment and elsewhere perbaps far mors rapidiy
than auny cther man of his time. In his deatn
the cause of human proeress has lost a true
friend—one nt vainly puffed up by pzrsounal
snccess—one who, with enlarced and riendly
views, believed firmly in the elevation of the
masses, and in their participation, =o far as was
compatible with the permenency of British insti-
tutiens, in the presest state of enlightenment
amoog the lower orders of the peopls, In all
governmen'al guestions throngh their represen-
tatives. Crunworth's political life was a suocess,
althoveh he was not gifted with that quahity of
speech which ndorns the Senate: hmqhn was n
shrewd, cealm, and hich-minded debater, on
whose eimple stalement his opponen's could
fully rely. As a lawyer his opinions wure
1espected and often quoted; bat his legal lubors
will never be placed on the snme book shelf with
those of 8t. Leopard and other great lights of
Euglish jurisprudence. Although exceelingly
lenrned and thoroughly sequainted with the
Euglish classice, he never auempted to make for
himselt & brilligut name in the arena of liters-
ture, He was successfal ws a jurist and a
puliticlan, and 1n his lifetime received his
reward.—JN. Y. Herald.

A Suit Against General But-
ler for False Imprison-
ment and Ex-
tortion.

Loxvos, July 28, —Telegrams from St. Pelers
burg. dated in that eity yesterduy, state that the
Invatide Rusge, ofticial organ of the Rasslan
Governmert, publishes that private asdvices
have been received there trom Uentral A<
unnouncing that n peace arevangement hnd bezo
concluded between the Czarc's ge eral, on be.
half of s Mujesty, aod the Emir of Bokhara,

The news 15 pretty gencrally credited in Lon-
don, as it has been known in Bugland for some
time that negotiations tending towards a peace-
ful result bad been entered on between the
Russian anthorities and the Emir duriueg the
Inst days of April, It is asserted that the Emir,
atter witnessing the steady progress and war
power of the Russians for some time, secratly
encouraged their advance to Bokhara, and that
the otficers of the Czar were well inclined (o
sccept s friendly approaches, the Emir being
nlarmed at the flow of a discontentad popula-
tion towards the new Mussulman empire which
i2 being established in Western China, aud the
Russian soldiers considernbly harassed by the
guerilla operations of Sadyk, the Schamyl of
the Kirghiz Sleppes, encouraged by the indepen-
dent populstions of Yarkhand, Khokand, and
Kashghar,

Early in May Fadyk carricd off a Russinn
officer with some of his mes. The Beg of Samar”
kand and the Emir of Bokhara were ordered to
interfere, but without any etfect, Bo Colonel
Abramoff, of the Russinu army, despatched a
force of Cossacks, with gans and rockel stands,
to punish the villages of Bogdan-Ata, and
Umman, lyiog in the mountains about sixty-seven
miles west of Jeesakh,

The inhabitants fled on his approach, and
the commandant had to content himself with
burning Umma, 8o it is regarded as very
probable here that both the Emir and the Ruas-
sinns have made a peace looking o & mutual
advantage.
